IN KANSAS 


First Returns From Topska, Wichita and Kan- 
sas City Give President 2536, Opponent, 2697 
Votes — Wilson Gain Over 1912. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 7.— Early re- 
turns from three Kansas counties, 
which include the three larger cities 
of the State, show a gain for Presi- 
dent Wilson over the vote he received 
four years ago. The returns are: Wi- 
son, 2536;' Hughes, 2697. 

Of the returns reported Wilson has 


reecived 49 per cent of the vote in- 
cluded in them. The counties from 
which these are partial returns four 
years ago gave Wilson 47 per cent of the 
total vote cast. Throughout the State 
four years ago Wilson received only 32.“ 
per.cent of the total vote. 

In Shawnee County, which includes 
Topeka, 25 out of 32. precincts incom- 
plete give Wilson 974 and Hughes 
1389. The entire county in 1912 gave 
Wilson 5094 and Roosevelt and Tatf 
7649. 

In Sedgwick County, which in- 
cludes Wichita, 26 precincts incomplete 
give Wilson 1080 and Hughes 808.

INJUNCTIONS 10 
STOP ARREST OF 
NEGROES REFUSED 


8 Had Appealed to 
Judge Dyer to Restrain Police 
From Interference. 


ELIGIBILITY QUESTIONED 


Democrats Challenge Right to 
Vote of 89 Negroes in 
" Half a Day. 


— 

Judge Dyer ot the United States Dis- 
trict Court refused, at 2 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon, to issue an injunction to e- 
strain policemen from interfering with 
negroes, who, according to the charge 
of Republican party workers, were be- 
ing prevented by the police from, exer- 
cising their lawful right to vote. 

The injunction was asked by a com- 
mittee of Republican lawyers, including 
Henry W. Blodgett, Chester H. Krum 
and George B. Webster, who went to 
Judge Dyer’s home, 1 North Taylor ave- 
nue. The petition was presented in the 
name of Congressman L. C. Dyer, Re- 
publican nominee for re-election in the 
Twelfth District. Judge Dyer gave as 
his reason for refusing the injunction 
that he would not take action in a mat- 
ter where a relative was concerned. Con- 
gressman Dyer is his nephew. 

Eighty-nine negroes were arrested at 
different polling places before noon. 

Ordered to Stop Arrests. 

On the demand of Mayor Kiel, Otto 
Stifel and Henry Kortjohn, an order 
was issued at noon by President Thomp- 
son of the Police Board that no more 
negroes should be arrested on complaints 
of challengers. It was later charged 
that policemen on duty at the polls 
were not informed of the order, and that 
the arrests continued well into the after- 
noon. 


Beside the arrests, the Republican 
workers charged that other ‘effective 
means were taken to deprive negroes of 
their votes. Chairman Schmoll sald, at 
1:30 p. m., 
cratic officials, in precinets where many 
negroes live, were delaying the negroes 
in voting. so that many of them would 
not get a chance to vote before the 
closing time, 7 o'clock. He believed it 
likely that, by this and other means, 2500 
negroes would be disfranchised, so far 
as this election is concerned. 

Alleged Cases Given. 

Schmoll, Prosecuting Attorney Sidener, 
Police Judge Hogan and Max Ruler, a 
lawyer, told a Post-Dispatch reporter of 
alleged definite cases, giving names and 
locations in each instance, where they 


Democratic challengers, had kept ne- 
groes from voting who are qualified to 
vote. Two of the negroes whom they 
named are janitors in the Municipal 
Courts Bullding. In most cases, it ap- 
peared, the challenger would allege that 
the negro had been convicted of some 
crime, and the policeman, without ary 
substantiation of the charge, would hus- 
tle him out of the polling place or send 
him to the station. 


Jeptha D. Howe, former Republican 
0088, was so excited, when he went to 
Chief Young’s office at 1 o’clock to make 
a protest, that he fell out of the elevator 
and stumbled over the threshold of the 
Chief's office. He shouted that the po- 
lice were stealing the election, and de- 
manded that immediate orders be issued 
to stop the proceedings of which he 
complained, especially in the Fourth 
Ward. 


The Chief told Howe that the matters 
of which he complained would be looked 
into at once. 

Circuit Judge Kimmel and Judge Mi 
ler Of the Court of Criminal Correction 
were in Judge Miller’s office early in 
the day ready to sign bonds. They had 
their coats off. Across the table from 
them Chris Schawacker, a professional 
bondsman, signed his name as fast as 
the bonds were written. 

Telephone reports were received by 
Republican City Committeemen Frank 
Slater of the Seventeenth Ward, Nat 
Goldstein of the Nineteenth Ward and 
Tony Schuler of the Sixth Ward of ev- 
ery arrest, and they usually had a bond 
on its way to the police station before 
the negro arrested reached it.

Executive and Wife Motor From! 
Shadow Lawn; Declines 
to Make Speech. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 7-—Prest- 
dent Wilson today voted here, casting 
his ballot shortly after 9 o'clock. He 
tored over from Shadow Lawn, which 
he left soon after 7 o' clock. 

The president cast the fiftieth ballot 
in his precinct. He voted in the old 
fire-engine house, where, from the time 
he became connected with Princeton 
University, he has many times before 
recorded his choice on election day. 

Because of the length of the ballot, ‘t 
took Mr. Wilson several minutes to mark 
it. In addition to voting in the presi- 
dential election, he marked his ballot for 
the State offices. 


Students Stage Demonstration, 
The President was accompanied by 


Mrs. Wilson, and when they arrived they 
were greeted by a demonstration pre- 
pared by Princeton students and pro- 
fessors. At the entrance of the Prince- 
ton campus a drummer stood awaiting 
the President's coming and as his auto- 
mobile drove up, the drummer beat a 
tattoo. Almost instantly students ap- 
peared from every direction. 

They swarmed over the campus and 
rushed toward the voting place as Mr. 
Wilson alighted from his automobile. 
The- Princeton yell went up with a re- 
seunding ‘‘Wilson, Wilson, Wilson“ at 
the end. 

While the President was inside voting 
the students continued to arrive and 
massed in the street outside. They 
cheered almost continuously while a 
large corps of moving picture operators 
and photographers took up strategic 
positions. A small opening in a win- 
dow enabled some of the students to 
reer inside the engine house and they 
pushed and jostied for a glimpse of the 
President. Mrs. Wilson sat in the 
automobile and laughed at the crowd. 


Declines to Make Speech, 
When the President emerged the stu- 


dents again cheered him and called 
“Speech! Speech! but the President 
only shook his head and smiled. He 
greeted several in the crowd by name. 

The President started back for Long 
Branch immediately, and arrived there 
at 11 o'clock. 

After President Wilson and Secretary 
Tumulty had discussed optimistic mes- 
sages from all parts of the country at 
Shadow Lawn yesterday, Tumulty 
claimed the President would have 337 
votes in the electoral college. 

The President spent yesterday quietly 
at Shadow Lawn, going out for a short 
time for a game of golf and receiving a 
delegation for a few minutes in the 
afternoon. To those who saw him he 
expressed complete satisfaction over the 
prospects for the voting. 

The President will receive returns by 
telephone from Secretary Tumulty, who 
will remain in the executive offices in 
Asbury Park, where elaborate arrange- 
ments have been made for receiving 
election news as speediniy as possible. 
Only Mrs. Wilson and other members 
of his immediate family will be with 
the President at Shadow Lawn,

When his atten- 
tion was called to this, the Republl- 
can candidate said “13” was his 


lucky number. “And I was born on 
Friday, too,” he added. President 
Wilson often has said 13 was his 
lucky number. 

Hughes went to the polls before 
breakfast. When he saw the weath- 
er conditions indicating a clear cool 
day, he remarked: “It looks like a 
good Republican day.” 

The candidate was accompanied on 
the walk from the hotel to the laun- 
dry by Maj. F. S. Crossett and sev- 
eral of his attendants at his personal 
headquarters. He was at once rec- 
ognized by the few persons in the 
streets at that hour who shouted 
greetings to him. A small crowd, 
among whom were several newspa- 
per photographers, greeted him as 
he entered the voting place. After 
voting he paused in the doorway a 
moment for the benefit of the camera 
men. Two extra policemen were on 
guard, in addition to the two required 
by law.

money was staked, and it was esti- 
mated at the close of business that the 
day's betting in the financial district 
aggregated no less than $1,000,000. Of 
this record-breaking amount, between 
$500,000 and $750,000 was placed on the 
curb. Edward McQuade alone executed 
commissions amounting to $150,000, while 
another broker named Oppenheim bet 
‘$50,000 on the result. , 

Odds Gradually Beaten Down. 

The opening betting. was at odds of 
10 to 7, in favor of Hughes. From that 
figure the odds went to 10 to 8, then to 
10 to 8%, and subsequently to 10 fa. 
with some bets reported from the Stock 
Exchange at even money. At the close 
the odds offered on Hughes were 10 to 9 
while Wilson supporters had big chunk 
of cash to place at 8 to 10. 

It was learned yesterday that Edward

$10,000,000 is at stake all over the 
United States on the result of today's 
election. | 

Just after the nomination the betting 
in favor of Hughes was at 8 to & A 
little later the odds went to 11 to 5, and 
about two weeks ago the odds entirely 
disappeared, and all wagers placed were 
at even money. Then the odds in favor 
of Hughes were forced back to 10 to 7.

CARDIFF, Nov. 7.—The ste&mer 
Lanao, which was sunk by a submarine 
Oct. 28, was under Philippine registry 
and was flying the American flag when 
destroyed, according to statements made 
here on Monday night by Capt. Henry 
Mainland, the only American on board. 

Capt. Mainland, the other officers and 
the crew of the Lanao were brought 
here by the Norwegian steamer Tromp 
and are being looked after by United 
State Consul Lathrop until he can com- 
municate with the Lanao’s owners, the 
Findlay Miller Steamship Co. of Ma- 
nila. 

Capt. Mainland says the Lanao was 
Parrying a cargo of rice from Saigen 
to Havre. The submarine stopped the 
ship late in the afternoon, firing across 
her bow. After the engines were re- 
versed two more shots were fired, the 
captain says, but none took effect. 

The ship’s papers were sent to the 
submarine, which was two miles away. 
The German commander, speaking good 
English, said that because the Lanao 
was carrying contraband he was com- 
pelled to sink her. The Germans re- 
moved some foodstuffs from the st@am- 
er and treated the crew courtegusly, 
transferring them to the Tromp half an 
hour after their boat was destroyed.

Russias, Part Is Affected 


as It Sounds

The announcement from Berlin of. the 
proposed reconstitution of the kingdom 
of Poland within the Polish provinces 
occupied by the troops of the central 
allles, has been clothed with an atmos: 
phere of importance that is wholly de- 
ceptive. The announcement declares 


tria have ylelded the occupied .territories, 
in which are situated Warsaw and Lub- 
lin, where the Polish nation will control 
its own dertinies and live an independ- 
ent national life under a government of 
chosen representatives of the nation. 
Thus the ancient kindom of Poland, 
runs the announcemer<é, from which in 
the past came fam as rulers like the 
Jagellones, and gidrious soldiers like 
the great Sobieski, is now resurrected tu 
new life. The Poles are free from Rus- 
sian oppression; no more to be trodden 
under the heels of the Kossack. The 
liberty that had been destroyed a cen- 
tury ago on Russian instigation now is 
restored. The rule of the knout has 
been abolished. Poland has been given 
back to Western civilization.’’ 
Trying to Erect Buffer State. 
What is actually being accomplished is 
that Germany and Austria, having in 
view the utility of a buffer state be- 
tween themselves and the Russian em- 
pire, ar- endeavoring to erect one with- 
in such territory as they have wrested 
from Russia on their eastern frontiers; 
there is no mention of a proposed res- 
toration to Poland of the two-thirds of 
original Polish territogy which they 
themselves received ag cvu-conspirators 
with Russia tn the three partitions of 
Poland in 1772, 1798 and 1795. 
The utter absence of magnanimity in 
the present proposed action of Germany 
and Austria is revealed in the fact that 
they propose to surrender something 
that is not yet certainly reduced to firm 
possessiom 
Prussia, Russia and Austria had long 
been guarantors of the integrity of the 
kingdom of Poland, not from any senti- 
mental interest in its ‘existence, but 
from its strategic situatioi as a buffer 
state. 2 
Invaded Under Pretext. 

In 1777, while Russia was occupied in 
a war against Turkey, Austrian troops 
crossed the southern border of Poland, 
under the pretext of setting up monu- 
ments to mark the boundary of Hun- 
gary. Frederick thé Great of Prussia at 
the same time dispatched a body of 
troops into Great Poland under the pre- 
text of a sanitary expedition, occupy- 
ing territory as far east as Danzig. 
Russia, feeling that she might be 
worsted in the impending partition, as- 
serted the most exorbitant territorial 
claims.upon Poland. 
On the 6th of August, 1872, a conven- 
tion was signed at St. Petersburg by the 
three Powers, whereby all that part of 
Lithuania north of the Dwina and east 
—

The protests of the Polish Government, 
citing the long series of treaties by 
which the integrity of its territory had 
been guaranteed by the very Powers 
despoiling her, were in vain. The con- 
sent of the National Diet assembled at 
Warsaw in 1773 was extorted by the

presence of the troops of the despoiling 
Powers. 
Alliance Was Offered. 

"Upon the death of Frederick the Great, 
in 1786, Prussia adopted an opposite line 
of policy. under Frederick William II. 
He offered Poland his alliance, with a 
guarantee of the integrity of its remain- 
ing territory, which was accepted and 
reduced to treaty in 1790. The treaty 
stipulated that, “If any foreign Power, 
by virtue of preceding actions and stipu 
lations or of their interpretation, should 
assume the right of interfering in the 
internal affairs of the republic of Poland 
or its dependencies, at any time or in 
any manner whatsoever, the King of 
Prussia will employ, in the first instance 
his good offices to prevent the occur- 
rence of hostilities growing out of such 
a pretention, and, in case these good f- 
fices. should fail and hostilities should 
result against Poland, the King of Prus- 
sia, recognizing. this as the casus foed- 
eris, will assist the republic according 
to the tenor of the Fourth Article of 
the present treaty.“ 

In 1792 Frederick William II had de- 
corre reconciled with Russia and Austria 
and the three states concerted the sec- 
ond partition of Poland which the Polish 
Diet was compelled to confirm under th: 
influence of the terror inspired by the 
presence of the foreign troops. 

The iniquity of this proceeding on che 
part of Russia and Austria was not 
comparable to that of Prussia, which 
from the solemnly pledged position of 
ally had turned despoiler. 


Third and Final Partition. 

The little remaining territory left to 
Poland after the second partition disap- 
peared following the insurrection under 
Kosciusko in 1794 in the third and final 
partition between Prussia, Austria an! 
Russia. In all of these partitions Prus- 
sia and Austria were extending their 
eastern boundaries until Prussia’s 
stretched beyond the Niemen, white 
Austria's eastern boundary rested on the 
Dniester. 

If Germany and Austria are inspired 
by a sincere desire to resurrect the 
kingdom of Poland, their good faith wil! 
be attested only by the restoration to 
the reconstituted kingdom of such spoils 
as they themselves have seized, where 
the sentiment for nationality among the 
Polish people within their dominions is 
no less fervent than in the Russian Pol- 
ish eee occupied by their troops.

The 
Consul sent a brief cable message to 
the State Department in Washington, 
giving the facts regarding the sinking 
of the Lanao, and is forwarding by 
mall the statements of her captain and 
chief officer. 


Question of Registry Only Reom for 
Controversy. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—In the ab- 
sence today of Secretary Lansing and 
other high officials of the State Depart- 
ment, the course of the United States 
in dealing with the case of the steamer 
Lanao sunk by a submarine Oct. 28 off 
the Portuguese coast was undetermined. 
The department was without official ad- 
vices from consular or diplomatic offi- 
cers on details of the sinking. On the 
strength of press dispatches, officials 
here were inclined to belleve that there 
is but little ground for an American 
protest since the ship carried contra- 
band, was warned and her crew trans- 
ferred without accident. 

The question of her registry apparently 
is the only troublesome factor. Despite 
the declaration of her American captain 
that she was under American registry 
and flew the American flag when sunk, 
the official view at the Department of 
Commerce, which handles changes of 
registry, was that the Lanao had been 
sold by the Findlay Millar Steamship. 
Co. of Manila to Hans Hannevre of 
Christiania, Norway, and that while ac- 
tual transfer to her new owners had 
not been made, the sale had gone far 
enough legally to tak? her from under 
the protection of the American flag. A 
problem of international law, new to the 
present war, however, may be raised on 
this point, and officials realize that, 
with the return of Mr. Lansing, careful 
consideration must be given to detalls 
of the sale and of all the circumstances 
surrounding the sinking.

LONDON, Nov. 7.—The morning papers 
give great prominence to the report that 
the steamer Lanao, sunk by a German 
submarine, was an American ship.

The Lanao was hailed in the darkness

the submarine, which sank the Lanao 
by a bomb placed in the éngineroom. 
Members of the crew say that while 
they were aboard the submarine a Brit- 
ish steamer was unsuccessfully attacked.

There is at this moment in Ger- 
many no TALK of peace. There are 
thoughts of peace—of peace with 
honor that shall secure to the em- 
pire the place that she occupied be- 
fore the great war, and that shall 
secure, further, the avenues of na- 
tional growth and commercial expan- 
sion to which her sons believe her 
entitled and to gain which they are 
making the great sacrifice. But 
these peace thoughts are rarely given 
voice now—firat, because tRe nation 
is too busy making war, and, sec- 
ond, the nation feels that before 
peace can be talked about there 
must be someone to talk to about it 
and the Germans are not deluding 
themselves that at this time the 
allies are ready or willing to listen. 
So, leaving the questions of peace 
to be settled at the green table and 
the causes of the war to be weighed 
‘by later historians, a statement can 
be made as to the actual objectives, 
an answer can be given to the ques- 
tion, “Why do the nations fight— 
what military and political goals are 
the belligerents striving to reach?“ 
Will Fight to Last German. 
There should be no doubt in' the 
minds of the neutral world or in the 
minds of the nations allied against 
us as to what Germany is fighting 
for. It can be reduced to a one- 
word formula—EXISTENCE. And 
because it ia an appeal to the first 
law of nature, seli-preservation, the 
„German people are fighting so nobly 
and successfully and uneonquerably. 
The devotion ahd patriotism of the 
Germans are traditional, but it is 
more than those sentiments that 1 
holding the nation together, it is t 
great elemental force—the will to 
live—against which nothing can pre- 
vall until the last German is de- 
stroyed. For every German realizes 
that it is not only his own existence 
which is being threatened, but the 
right and privilege of his children to 
live as Germans and to nurture and 
develop the ideals of their heritage. 
Germany is seeking no territory 
through conquest. She is not carry- 
ing a sword in one hand and her cul- 
ture in the other, giving the world 
the choice between the two, as her 
enemies 80 frequently paint her. It 
never was a part of the plan of the 
war to add to Germany's territory 
through conquest, but it is possibie 
that peace may necessitate a change 
of present boundartes of contiguous 
countries where such changes are in 
the nature of a safeguard to Ger- 
many's security, which in turn means 
a strengthening of the prospects of 
general and lasting peace. She is 
quite content to live peacefully, de- 
veloping her own institutions and 
asking only that no artificial barriers 
originating in fear or jealousy be 
placed around her. The right to live 
carries. with ft a corollary in the 
right to grow, and both. these rights 
are now being fought for by us 
against those who would deny them 
to us. ;

As we see it, Germany is fighting 
for existence while the allies are 
waging a war of conquest and, in 
the case of England, a war of ex- 
termination. Carthage was de- 
stroyed, but history shows but few. 
other instances of successful wars 
of destruction, and Germany will not 
be added to the list. Her sons will 
not permit ft, and I am sure that 
the rest of the world woujd not 
countenance it. German ideals, 
German scholarship and German 
character have done too much for 
the world to be rewarded with such 
ingratitude. 

Even with Belgium a danger point 
in our back and flank, there is no 
real desire in Germany to possess 
her land. We are anxious only for 


such a disposition of her future 


as will safeguard us, and it must 
always be borne in mind that in 
safeguarding us BELGIUM WILL 
HERSELF BE SAFEGUARDED. 
How .Belgium’s integrity and safety, 
which means our safety too, may be 
obtained is a problem not included 
in this discussion, but it will be 
worked out. 

We ask and fight for the right to 
live, and to earn our living we must 
have room for commercial expansion. 
Englands domination of the sea 
has closed that high road against 
us or made it subject to her control, 
so we have worked out lines of de- 
velopment to the south and east— 
through the Balkans into Asia. And 
in that diréction too they are trying 
to close the door in our face, al- 
though it is the only door left us 
leading to an opportunity to. ex- 
pand where the expansion does not 
militate against the political inter- 
ests of others. It is plainly jealousy 
of our commercial ability and not 
politieal principles that motivates 
the attempt to shut us out from our 
just deserts in what was practically 
a virgin field.

UNITED* AGAINST A 
“PEACE AT ANY PRICE”

“German peace.” Prof. von Stengel, 
whose name is widely known in Ger- 
many, was asked recently whether 
he believed the empire would par- 
ticipate in future international con- 
ferences at Tre Hague. He gave No“ 
as his answer, and said that such con- 
ferences would be unnecessary under 
a “German peace,“ which he defined 
as a sort of super-state in which the 
Germans would enforce order in the 
world. 
German “Overiordship.” 

He said: “The one condition of 
prosperous existence, especiaily for 
the neutrals, is submission to our su- 
preme direction. Under our overlord- 
ship all international law. would be- 
come superfluous, for we of ourselves 
and instinctively would give to each 
one his rights.” Prof. von Stent; is 


ternational law and is credited with a 
close frieridship with the royal house. 
It should be said that his views, 
while giving intense satisfaction to 
the Junkerthum, found no echo in 
official circles. 

I found little knowledge and less 
sympathy in Germany of and for the 
plan of universal disarmament or of 
peace enforcing leagues. This propa- 
ganda seemingly has made little head- 
way among the Teutons. They say 
that they want the end of the war to 
bring about conditions deeper and 
more lasting than those supplied by 
changes in frontiers or diplomatic 
phrases in treatiés, but they have no 
formula to offer as to how this world 
betterment and peace securance shall 
be brought about, and it cannot be 
said; that the censors are especially 
desirous of permitting these lines of 
thought to be followed. For example, 
Dr. Alfred Fried’s book, “The Resto- 
ration of Europe,” which goes to the 
very root of these questions, is pro- 
hiLited from being circulated in Ger- 
many. Dr. Fried, who was the 1911 
Nobel Peace Prize winner, and who 
is reckoned one of the great thinkers 
of the present day, has had to take up 
his residence in Berne. 

The main line of cleavage between 
the two dominant factions in Ger- 
many is to be found in the difference 
between “a peace with honor’ and a 
“German peace.” In the first class 
are counted the Social Democrats, 
and the liberal thinkers generally, in- 
cluding the Chancellor, Zimmermann, 
Dr. Hellferich, Secretary of State for 
the Interior, and Dr. Solf, Secretary 
of State for the Colonics. 

In the,second elass are to be found 
the Conservatives and the National 
Liberals, who, under the leadership 
of Bassermann and Stresemann, are 


representative of the reactionary in- 


fluence in the empire and are closely 
allied with the old school Conserva- 
tives. They are the ones who want 
Germany to dominate the world; who 
want Belgium to be retained:. who 
want portions of France held; whe 
want Servia wiped out of existence; 
who want a large slice of Russia 
added to the Kaiser's dominions and 
who want also the resumption of a 
“ruecKksichtlose” (ruthless) U-boa< 
campaign, pretending to believe that 
this course offers a sure way to a 
quick end and certain victory.

National City Bank of New York 
Predicts Foreign Commerce 
Will Reach $8,000,000,000, 


1 By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—On a basis of 
the complete figures for nine months of 
the year and returns of the port öf New 
York for October, the foreign trade de- 
partment of the National City Bank pre- 
dicts that the foréign commerce of the 
United States for the calendar year 1916 
will approximate $8,000,000,000, or one- 
fifth of the entire international trade of 
the world. 

It will be 50 per cent greater than that 
in 1915 and double that of the preceding 
year, The total was $5,326,000,000 in 1915 
and 33,908, 000, 000 in 1914. The excess of 
exports over imports in 1916 will approxi- 
mate $3,000,000,000 against $1,768,884,000 in 
1915, $324,348,000 in 1914 and $691,422,000 in 
1913. The statement adds: 

Complete figures for the commerce of 
the entire country in the nine months 
ending with September are at hand and 
also those for the port of New York, an 
index of the trade of the entire country, 
for October. The figures for the nine 
months ending. with September, 1916, 
show a total commerce of $5,780,000,000 
against $3,833,000,000 in the same months 
of 1915 and $2,877,000,000 in the correspond- 
ing months of 1914, the 1916 figures being 
thus 50 per cent greater than those of 
115 and double those of 1914.

New York indicate that the total trade

Charles P. Steinmetz, the world-famous elec- 
trician, who is also a Socialist, tells, in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch Magazine, how the war will 
| probably revolutionize industry and government 
everywhere, beginning in Europe. The picture 
of the future he draws is not especially inviting.

He thinks these conces- 
sions, removing the load of fear of extreme ov- 
erty from the German workers, made them con- 
form, so that they entered into the war with 
unanimity and have ever since stood back of the 
Government. But the German monarchy had 
also, unlike other Governments, encouraged in- 
dustrial growth. It had been as much the friend 
of the corporations as of the workers. It fos- 
tered big organizations and permitted combines

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THE BIRTH OF A NATION. 
The manifesto issued jointly by the Emperors 
ol Germany and Austria reinstituting the King- 
dom of Poiand concludes with these significant 
words: “The exact frontiers of the kingdom shall 
be outlined later.” 


This language gives no hope that any part of 


country by the Congress of Berlin or the 35,500 
square miles obtained at the same time by Austria 
will be included in the new kingdom in the future. 
And its extent in the present is limited by the 
manifesto to portions of Russian Poland now oc- 
cupied by the Central Powers.

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INFANTILE PARALYSIS AND AUTOS. 
Dr. T. F. Hartington, of the Massachusetts 
State Heaith Department, told the American Pub- 
dic Health Association at Cincinnati that infan- 
tile paralysis is a chemical, not a germ disease. 
It is caused, he says, by the fumes with which the 
atmosphere is charged by the combustion of oils 
in automobiles. He declared the symptoms of the 
disease and of poisoning by such fumes to be 
identical. 

The ingenious theory is, perhaps, not to be per- 
emptorily rejected. After years of study some of 
the ablest ecientists in the world confess them- 
selves baffled in attempts to account for the 
causation of the scourge or to indicate any rell- 
able cure. In the present state of knowledge 
Dr. Hartington’s hypothesis is just as good as 
anybody else’s and has the merit of being defi- 
nité, while others are nebulous. 

However, it will be safe to await much further 
data before accepting the doctor's confident con- 
clusion. The tendency to attribute new epidemics 
to new agencies effecting changes in the manner 
of life of the people has before been noted. When 
ia grippe firet made its appearance 25 years ago, 
causing universal suffering and myriads of 
deaths, it was solemnly attributed to the intro- 
duction of electric lighting. The current passing 
over the onipresent wires strung in the open 
air, it was alleged, produced ozone in excessive 
quantities that ‘set up irritation in the respiratory 
passages. The thesis was accepted and long 
maintained by the highly scientific health de- 
partment of one State, but would hardly be sert- 
ously suggested now. 

But if infantile paralysis is actually traced to 
motor cars, What will be the effect on the public?
